REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The instant invention is deemed to be directed to an unobvious improvement over the 
invention patented in U. S. Patent No. 6,009,981 to Wolfe. The improvement comprises a fluid 
pressure cylinder with a fastening surface contacting with respective inclined surfaces formed on 
the first and second lock sleeves so as to face to each other being formed on the fastening rod, 
wherein the fastening rod causes the first and second lock sleeves to move in reverse directions 
and fixes the reciprocating rod by the first and second lock units for the purposes of certainly 
fixing the reciprocating rod even if an external force is exerted on the reciprocating rod in either 
of forward and backward directions under a state where the reciprocating rod driven axially by 
the fluid pressure is fixed.
